Columbus, O., Oct. 5—First pensions 
under the new Ohio teachers’ retire­ 
m ent system have just been paid. 
Two hundred and ninety-four teach­ 
ers who retired 'Sept. I yesterday re­ 
ceived 
^12,512.26 
as 
their 
first 
m onth’s pension. 
By the end of the 
year, if they all live that long, $150, 
147 will have been paid out to them. 
The 
average 
individual 
pay 
is 
$42.50 a month, or $510 a year. 
The oldest 
pensioner 
was W ;H. 
Pabodie, aged more 
than 90 years, 
who died Sept. 2, after being entitled 
to two days’ pension. 
He taught for 
years in Cincinnati. 
l^ast 
year he 
tught only half the year, being ill the 
remainder. 
Of the living, the oldest man is 83 
and woman SO. The length of service 
of those retired varies from 36 to 54 
years. 
Nearly all began in country 
schools at about $30 a month. 
The 
number includes 174 wooden and 12C 
men . 
According to W. E. Kershner. sec­ 
retary of the retirem ent 
board, the 
retirem ent fund, which now amount* 
to $4,500,000, some day 
will exceed 
that of the state industrial commis­ 
sion. 
It will keep on growing 
an­ 
nually until it reaches a point where 
yearly payments equal receipts, after 
which the fund will rem ain substan­ 
tially stationary. 
If all those retired this year were 
aged 65, tho r\serve needed to keep 
up alotted pensions until the last per 
son dies would be $1,380,000. a cco rd ­ 
ing to Kershner.

upon tho question until 1923. 
The 
fight against the resolution was led by 
lx>rd Robert Cecil of Great Britain 
Article 18 was drawn by ex-presidcnl 
Wilson and was specifically aimed at 
secret diplomacy. 
A determined fight 
was made against the article, many of 
the fjpeakers calling it too drastic.’

"lofty ideals which had inspired Mr 
Wilson to insist upon the article lr 
question.” 
The resolution if it had been adopted 
would have amended article 18 tc 
say that it was not necessary to re­ 
gister agreem ents of a technical n a­ 
ture.

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AMERICA CONTENT WITH FOUR DELEGATES. 


America believes that too many cooks may spoil the broth 
at the conference on limitation of armaments. 
It was announced 
at the White House th at the United States delegation, as original­ 
ly planned, would be confined to four members. 
Other nations 
are at liberty to send larger or smaller 
delegations, 
as 
they 
choose, but America will be represented at the conference table 
only by Messrs. Hughes. Lodge, Root and Underwood. 
Tentative proposals to enlarge each Government's delegation 
to six were made in G reat Britain ten days ago and have been 
undergoing informal consideration in W ashington. 
The admin­ 
istration has come to the conclusion th at everything the United 
States has to say and hopes to accomplish at the conference can 
be handled better by four than by six men. 
Great Britain’s interest in a larger number sprang from the 
desire to give the oversea dominions direct representation. 
She 
now is at full liberty to do so, as far as America is concerned, so 
the probability is that the British Empire rather than the British 
Isles will have its spokesmen at the W ashington round-table. 
It is pointed out at the State Departm ent th at the size of 
national delegations is inconsequential. 
Votes will be taken by 
countries, irrespective of the number of their representatives. 
The British Empire with six delegates or Japan with three will 
have ju st as many votes as and no fewer than the United States 
with four delegates— one vote. 
Thus far only the Japanese Government has notified the 
State Department of the exact size and composition of its delega­ 
tion. Japan says she will have three principal representatives— 
Prince Tokugawa, Admiral Baron Kato and Ambassador Shide- 
hara—but reserves the privilege of increasing the number later.

AGREEMENT REACHED ON ISLAND OF YAP. 


The proposed agreem ent between the 
United States 
and 
Japan concerning the status of the island of Yap was tinily #‘good 
news,” and news which gave the thoughtful citizens of both na­ 
tions unmeasured satisfaction. 
The negotiations were carried 
forward by Secretary Hughes and Ambassador Shidehara. Under 
the new arrangem ent the United States will recognize Japan’s 
mandate over the island of Yap, but will be guaranteed in return 
the free use of the island as a base for trans-Pacific communica­ 
tions without any right on Japan’s part to censor messages flow­ 
ing over the American wires, which may be operated by American 
nationals. 
Japan will also give her consent to the allocation to 
the United States of the Yap-Guam cable, and America’s consent I 
will be given to the assignm ent to Japan of the Yap-Shanghai 
cable, but these dispositions will be subject to the approval of the 
British, French and Italian governments, to whom, together with 
the American and Japanese, all the form er German-owned cables 
'were assigned by the treaty of Versailles. 
The final disposal 
of the Yrap question will, it is believed, facilitate the allocation by 
the pow’ers of all the form er German cables, a task which the 
communication conference of the Allied and Associated Powers 
was unable to accomplish in a series of meetings in W ashington. 
The Yrap settlem ent will affect the United States and Japan alone, 
other nations not acquiring the same rights as will accrue to this 
country. 
This is the right way to settle international contro­ 
versies. Both the United States and Japan conceded something. 
They approached the problem with a sincere desire to make a 
friendly and satisfactory adjustm ent.
